Elevator Shaft. 


Young Girl Was Playing Joke 
on Manager at the Time--Her 
Brother Met Death Last July 
by Fall of Ten Stories From

Miss Cora Peavy, aged 20 years, 
17 Holderness street, plunged through 
four stories in the elevator shaft of 
the Lamar-Rankin Drug Company 
building, 26 Central avenue, yesterday 
afternoon at 6 o'clock, and died four 
hours later from her injuries. 

Miss Peavy was a sister of Arthur 
Peavy, the young carpenter who on 
July 30 was dashed to death in a ten- 
story fal from the top of the Forsyth 
theater building. 

Joke Results in Death. 

In the act of playing a joke on the 
manager of the third floor by taking 
his coat, Miss Peavy rushed into the 
open elevator shaft and fell to the 
basement, four stories below. 

Both arms and legs were broken, and 
she was injured internaHy. She was 
sent to the Grady - hospital in the 
emergency ambulance, and died with- 
Out regaining consciousness. 

Miss Peavy was employed in the 
laboratory on the fifth floor of the 
drug company’s building, She had quit 
work, and had stopped on the third 
floor for two of her friends. Miss 
Mamie Evans,.of 377 Fraser street, 
and Miss Ruby Parks, of 440 Wood- 
ward avenue. 

They saw the young girl leap into 
the elevator shaft before they had 
time to give her warning, and E. G. 
Hudson, of 20 East North avenue, the 
third floor manager, came from his 
office a moment later in quest of his 
coat, only to find that a joke had been 
turned into tragedy. 

The cage was on the fourth floor 
about to make its descent, and the 
three young women were waiting to 
go down when the idea of the joke 
occurred to Miss Peavy. 

Wanted to Hide Coat, 

Mr. Hudson was letting down 
windows in the office, 
hung on the wall.

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WHAT THE GROWING 
WOULD DO FOR GEORGIA 


OF FIGS 


By John W. Greer. 

Tifton, Ga., September  §8.—Editor 
Constitution: I was pleased to note Mr. 
B. W. Hunt's interest in fig culture in 
Georgia, as evinced by his card which 
appeared in your issue of yesterday. 
I wish that others might study the 
culture of figs, not only for the in- 
trinsic value it will eventually bring 
to the individual and state, but for 
the mental pleasure and scientific trend 
it will give to our commercial life. 

His mention and warning about the 
10,000 acres that are to be planted in 
this luscious fruft probably had refer- 
ence to the lar@e acreage which is to 
be davoted to that and other fruits in 
this country. 

Mr. Hunt’s assertion that “until we 
shall develop the true Smyrna fig and 
fully adapt ft to our conditions, we 
mg#y never hope to raise figs to com- 
pete in quality with those exported 
from Asia,’’ should have some qualifi- 
cations. We have studied the ‘“‘prob- 
lem’”’ considerably for the past several 
years and more ‘recently have gone 
into the matter as a commercial value, 
and before we ever put forward the 
proposition in this county, we had ful- 
ly gone over the problem he submits. 

Indeed, we are not trying to com- 
pete with Asiatie dried figs in our 
in this section. California is 
doing that and rather’ successfully. 
While they have not quite reached the 
perfection in raising and drying in 
California as they have in Turkey, 
yet they Supplied 4,000 tons of dried 
figs to the United States last year, 
while our importations from Turkey 
and other eastern countries were 30,- 
000 tons. California is young in the 
business of drying figs, having only 
learned but recently how to make the 
Smyrna figs grow. The growers of that 
state, with the United States govern- 
ment, spent hundreds of thousands to 
learn the secret which the Asiatics 
were not disposed to tel] us. The 
Smyrna figs would grow and bear, but 
just before they began to ripen, they 
off the tree. As Mr Hunt 
it was discovered that they 
“fertilized’’ in order to make 
them ripen. The pollen of some ripe 
fig was necessary to perfect the fruit. 
A little wasp was also necessary to 
carry this pollen from one fig to 4an- 
other. They found the wasp in Tur- 
key, and brought him over, and he 


told us, 


, did the work all right, but when win- 


ter came, he would die and others had 
to be transported from Turkey again 
next spring. He had no house to live 
in during the winter over here, where- 


/-as in Turkey, he made his home in the 


wild or Capri fig, a species which car- 
ried one crop of its fruit through the 
winter and matured it next spring. 
Then it was discovered that the Capri 
fig must be grown to take care of the 
wasp, and thus the Californians learn- 
ed to grow Smyrna figs, and to dry 
them, and in a few years we shall get 
our supply of dried figs from Califor- 
nia, for it is said that the Asiatic fig 
growers are so filthy in preparing their 
fruit that we-.would not eat it if we 
saw it prepared for the market. 
The Drying of Figs. 

But we of the Gulf states do not 
grow Smyrna figs, or only a very few, 
and it would not be of any practical 
value to us to do so, at least until 
some evaporating process is discovered 
to dry them, We shall hardly ever be 
able to dry figs in this climate by the 
present natura] process. Our seasons 
are not right. It requires a dry sea- 
son when the fig matures, and this is 
usually a damp season with us. In Cal- 
ifornia, it is just right. The long 
dry season comes when the fig is ripe 
and it is dried in the sun. 

Neither have we as yet any positive 


use of proper safeguards for the con- 
servation of life. And we aiso rec- 
ommend that in order to make better 
provision for procuring the health of 
the nation a department of publhec 
health be established by the nationa! 
government. 

“We recommend the adequate main- 
tenance of a nationa] conservation 
commission to investigate the natu- 
ral resources of the country and co- 
operation with the work of the state 
conservation commissions; and we urge 
the legal establishment and mainte- 
nance of conservation commissions or 
corresponding agencies on the part of 
all states of the union. ‘

be construed as questioning the rights 
the states or the people of the 
United States, guaranteed under the 
federal constitution.

grounds to hope that we shall be able 
to ship the fig in its fresh state into 
northern markets. It is too full of 
saccharine and too delicate in structure 
to be shipped far and sold on the open 
market unless it can be kept contin- 
uously on ice, which is difficult and 
costly, but once New York and. Chi- 


cago should “get the habit” of eat- 
ing fresh figs and cream for break- 
fast, they would be a healthier and 
happier people and fresh figs would 
sell for from 10 to 20 cents a pound, 
instead of 4 cents, the present market 
price at the canneries. Not only this, 
but hundreds of thousands of acres 
Planted in figs would be necessary to 
Supply the demand. I fully believe 
the time is not far distant when a 
cheap and effective method wil! be 
found to transport fresh figs from the 
south to New York and Chicago. 

When the country-at-large has a 
taste of fresh figs with cream, and 
when it is learned that a fiz has six 
times as much protein as an apple, 
and three times that of a peach, the 
importance and desire to put them on 
the breakfast table of the nation wi)) 
be effected somehow. 

But for the present, we are 
planting for commercial] purposes here, 
and will not bother about dried figs 
or the shipment of fresh figs to mar- 
kets farther away than a few hundred 
miles. And this, we understand, is 
the extent of Mr. Hunt’s anxiety con- 
cerning the large fig farms, which we 
are going to plant in this county the 
coming fall. 

Commercial Development. 

Now, if Mr. Hunt wil] secure United 
States bulletin, 342, department of ag- 
riculture, he will find the following 
paragraph: 

“The future commercial] develop- 
ment of the fig in the south prob- 
ably lies in the shipment of se- 
lected fresh figs to the larger 
towns within 200 or 300 miles from 
the source of production and in the 
consumption of the surplus crop 
and inferior grades by the canner- 
les. Figs have been canned on a 
small scale for many years in low- 
er Mississippi and Louisiana, and 
the industry is now being exten- 
sively developed along the Texas 
coast. The canned product its liked 
by every one, and the present lim- 
ited output is disposed of at high 
prices. According to recent press 
ports from Texas several hundred 
thousand fig trees will be planted 
by farmers and truck growers in 
the coast country of that state 
during the coming winter. The av- 
erage now paid by the canners for 
figs is wiven as $60 a ton, or on an 
average of $150 to $200 an acre 
for the crop from a 4-yéeéar-old or- 
chard.” 

Since this bulletin was issued, the 
acreage in Texas and the other lower 
Gulf states has been multiplied, until! 
the industry this year reached such 
enormous proportions, the canneries 
could not take care of the crop, not- 
withstanding the fact that additional 
canneries had been constructed on a 
large scale to take care of the addi- 
tional acreage. The price named in this 
bulletin has also increased and in 
some districts of Texas the growers 
have contracted the crop from their or- 
chards for ten years in advance, at 4 
cents a pound, or $80 a ton. 

This bulletin gives the yield of 4- 
year-old orchards at $150 to $200 an 
acre. This means that at $60 a ton, 
they yield from thgee to four tons per 
acre. As figs weigh about fifty pounds 
to the acre, this places the yield per 
tree at about one and one-third bush- 
els to the tree of four years’ growth. 
In this section of Georgia, they will 
make a much larger yield than that, 
and as the trees grow older, they mul- 
tiply their yield, so that we have many 
trees in this section producing from 
fifteen to twenty-five bushels of figs 
annually. An orchard ten years old, 
should profuce on an average of five 
bushels to the tree, or 39,000 pounds 
per acre. I have submitted this esti- 
mate to numerous people of this sec- 
section, who have grown figs, and not 
one of them has made it less, but rath- 
er increased it. 

Since we do not intend to dry figs 
or ship fresh figs, the reader is nat- 
urally anxious to know what we are 
going to do with so many figs. The 
bulletin intimated our purpose—pre- 
serve and can them.

tio. Everybody does not like fresh 
figs when first eaten, but the person 
is yet to be found who does not star- 
tle with delight when he eats his first 
canned or preserved fig. Not only are 
canned and preserved figs delicious 
and nutritious, but they are whole- 
some. A supper of figs continued for 
a reasonable period, will cure the worst 
case of constipation and biliousness, 
and they will supply more real nour- 
ishment to the body than that amoun+ 
of meat or wheat bread. 

And our “mule” figs are just as good 
canned and preserved as the Smyrna 
fig. Not quite so nutritious, but the 
difference is so smal] that it is hard- 
ly worth the additional trouble re- 
quired to raise the Smyrnas. Practi- 
cally all the figs raised near the Gulf 
coast are “mule” figs—that is, figs 
with hollow seeds that must be sprout- 
ed from the cuttings. There are nu- 
merous varities, the little brown Ce- 
leste being the most prolific and pop- 
ular in this section. However, the 
San Pedro, Brown Turkey, White Is- 
chia, Magnolia and other varieties grow 
and bear luxuriantly in this soil and 
climate.

The time !s not far distant when fig 


culture will bring to Georgia qulte as 
much money, if not more, than peach 
culture. The trees are much more eas- 
ily grown, there is no disease or in- 
sect that will attack them, the milk 
of the tree being destructive to ai]! 
such; the tree increases in fruit as it 
grows older and they have never been 
killed by the cold in this country but 
once within a half century. while the 
stumps sprung up the year after and 
produced a fine crop of figs, and in 
five years one would never have known 
they had been killed—they had re- 
sumed their former size. 

The fig is a beautiful tree and makes 
as pretty an orchard as the orange. 
It lives to a ripe old age, needs no 
cultivation, except mulching—in fact. 
must not have its roots disturbed, must 
be pruned very little and, as a border 
to a farm, not only makes it look like 
a paradise, but brings fruit that wil! 
be worth from $600 to $1,200 an acre. 

Figs are destined to become a great 
factor in Georgia commerce. I for- 
got to mention that the ‘“June-bug’”’ 
and the mocking bird know a good 
thing when they see it, and while 
they are no enemies to the fig tree, 
these bugs, which the children tile 
with a string and make fiying horses 
of, and the popular songbird of the 
south, are strong competitors of man 
for the fruit after it ripens. They 
will dig into a ripe fig and eat until 
they can scarcely fly away.

The two executive secretaries, 4c- 
cording to common report, will be 
Calvin M. Hitch and Josiah Carter, 
both of whom.served under Governor 
Smith during his first administration.

COLD SNAP OF APRIL 
CAUSE OF POOR CROP 
Cotton in Southwestern Geor- 


gia in Very Discouraging 
Condition. 


Albany, Ga., September 8.—(Special.) 
That the cold snaps of last Aprilare 
responsible for the present sad condi- 
tien of the cotton crop is the opinion 
of those in this section, whose opinion 
on such matters carries the greatest 
weight. That exactly the conditions 
now existing would come about was 
predicted by many farmers five months 
ago. 

The present cotton crop prospect in 
southwestern Georgia is the least en- 
couraging of many years. In fields 
which were entirely replanted after 
the damaging cold of last April, the 
stands are fairly good, though the cot- 
ton is two to three weeks late. Butin 
most of the fields, where there was no 
replanting, there is im consequence a 
large percentage of dead and dying 
plants, while those which survive pre- 
sent an appearance of \lifelessness 
which accounts for the small yields 
promised. 

The receipts of most markets 
throughout this section are about one- 
third off, as compared with last year, 
and there is not much IHikelihood that 
this wide margin will be very mate- 
rially reduced. 

It is stated that southwest Georgia 
will make the finest hay crop in the 
section’s history.- Thecorn crop is a 
very large one, and fine yields from 
the cantaloupe and watermelon fields 
were shipped weeks ago.

W. O. Jones, the well-known livery<- 
man, Mrs. Jones and their daughter, 
Miss Bessie Jones, had a narrow es- 
cape from the fire which destroyed 
their home at 58 Fast Fifteenth street, 
early yesterday morning, an account of 
which was given in yesterday's Con- 
stitution. 

When Mr. Jones discovered that the 
house was on fire, his first thought 


was of his wife and daughter. He 
found it would be dangerous for them, 
on account of the almost overpowering 
smoke, to descend the stairs and gO 
out the front door, so he smashed out 
the screens in the upper story and got 
them out into the air on the upper 
veranda. Then he made his way down 
through the smoke and secured the 
first ladder he could lay his hands on. 
This was only ten feet long, but he 
made it serve the purpose, and placing 
it against the veranda, Mrs. Jones 
first let herself down to his shoulders 
and climbed down to safety, his daugh- 
ter following in like manner. Mra. 
Jones saved nothing but what she had 
on, while Miss Jones took advantage 
of a minute-or two to throw several} 
of her best dresses out of the window,” 
declaring she was going to save some- 
thing to wear, if possible.

Sensational Evidence in 
Steele-Miller Case. 


Cotton Factors’ Liabilities Ex- 
ceed Assets by More Than 
$3,000,000 on Working Cap- 
ital of $10,000--Prosecutions 
to Follow. 


Jackson, Miss., September 8—Sensa- 
tional evidence relative to the details 
of the fraudulent methods of the de- 
funct Steele-Miller Company, cotton 
factors at Corinth, Miss. developed 
during the taking of depositions in 
the United States banking court here 
today. 

Figures compiled by Expert Ac- 
ecuntant Elliott show that the lia- 
bilities of the firm exceed the assets 
by more than three million dollars, 
and that the working capital of the 
Steele-Miller Company did not ex- 
ceed $10,000. No effort has been made 
to ascertain how far back the series 
of alleged frauds perpetrated on Euro- 
pean spinners extends, but it has been 
shown that the Steele-Miller Company 
entered the new cotton year on Sep- 
tember 1, 1909, with a shortage of 
16,300 bales. In other words, they had 
issued bogus bills of lading for this 
amount of cotton that did not exist. 
A few weeks later the firm owed 
Scheuch, of Havre, France, 25,000 
bales of cotton for which bogus bills 
of lading had been issued and then 
transferred its business to a firm in 
Bremen with whom it became involved 
for 36,000 bales. :

Elberton, Ga., September %.—The 
commission to take testimony in ths 
contest filed by Congressman W. M. 
Howard against the nomination of 
Colonel 8S. J. Tribble, his opponent in 
the recent democratic primary, will 
report to the district executive com- 
mittee at Athens Saturday that How- 
ard had a majority of 9 votes over 
Tribble in Elbert county as the result 
of their throwing out a number of 
iilegal votes. On the face of the -re- 
turns Tribble had a majority of 4 
votes in Elbert county, giving him 
the eonvention vote of this county 
under the unit rule. If- Elbert county 
is officially placed in the Howard 
column, it would mean his renomina- 
tion by a convention majority of 4 
votes. 

Only the representatives named by 
Mr. Howard served on the investigat- 
ing commission. 

Mr. Tribble refused to participate 
in the proceédings, asserting thaf the 
commission was acting without au- 
thority of law or party rules, and he 
would refuse to abide by any action 
it might take. 

[t is expected that the fight will be 
carried to the district convention and 
ressibly into the general election. 

Commission Takes Testimony. 

The commission to take testimony 
was organized here today with Mc- 
Alpin Arnold and R. L. Cauthen pres- 
ent.

Howard Wants No Technical Contest. 

Mr. Howard has openly stated that 
he wanted no technical contest; that ail 
he wanted was to have all illegal votes 
thrown out, and then if he did not 
have a majority of the legal votes he 
did not want the nomination. It is 
therefore unlikely that the commission 
will consider anything except the 
question of illegal votes. 

The canvass of the alleged illegal 
votes showed that when thrown out 
Mr. Howard had a majority of nine 
over and above the four Mr. Tribble 
had on the face of the returns. Onlv 
the votes set out in the contest were 
investigated. 

Inasmuch as some question had 
been raised as to irregularities in the 
Elberton precinct and the charge made 
that the count was delayed until the 
county precincts had been heard from, 
the commission swore each of the three 
rranagers, J. F. Stilwell, magistrate: 
W. B. Adams, a Howard supporter, and 
P. R. Wilhite, a Tribble supporter. 


Managers Swear to Regularity of 
Election. 


Each swore the election was regular; 
that the count was not begun till afte- 
polis closed at 6 o'clock, sun_ time; 
that the count was then continuous un- 
til ended in the early morning; that 
there was no unusual] delay, and that 
each manager saw and investigatei 
each ballot. 

Mr. Wilhite specially stated that he 
did not see how the count could have 
been more rapid, consistent with as 
curacy. Each manager was asked tv 
inspect the package of Dallots as 
handied and filed by them, and each 
swore it had not been tampered with, 
and was as they had sealed it the night 
of the election after the count. This 
evidence completely refuted the rumors 
of irregularities or misconduct at the 
Elberton precinct. The commission 
will close its work tomorrow, and 
then make its report to the executive 


committee. 
Tribble's Communication. 

Mr. Tribble addressed the following 
ccmmunication to Messrs. Arnold and 
Cuuthen, Mr. Howard's commissioners, 
in answer to the resolution adopted 
by the district congressional com- 
mittee: 

Athens, Ga., September 7, 1910.— 
Messrs. Mack Arnold and Robert 
Cauthen, Elberton. Ga. Gentlemen: 
1 see in The Athens Banner of Septem- 
ter 4 that the congressional committee 
for the eighth congressional district 
met in Athens on Saturday last and 
provided, by resolution, for the ap- 
1cintment of a committee, consisting 
of yourselves and Dr. A. 8S. J. Stovall 
ard Mr. M. E. Maxwell to take testi- 
wony relating to the contest filed by 
Mr. Howard. 

It is provided in the resolution 
‘when this committee (the congres- 
sicnal committee) shall meet to final- 
ix decide contests, either party shall 
be allowed to amend his grounds of 
contest in such way as he may be 
ecvised to conform to the evidence 
as taken and certified by the commis- 
sion, and the itssues arising out of the 
evidence so taken.” 

It is further provided “the commis- 
sioners shall have all evidence offered 
Ly either party of his counsel taken 
cown by the stenographer which re- 
letes in any way to the primary elec- 
tion in Elbert county and in each pre- 
cinect thereof. which was held on Au- 
eust 23, 1910.” 

Ne Autherity for Commircion, 

The executive committee has no au- 
thority to appoint this commission 
either in law of by virtue of anything 
appearing in the rules governing 
contests. 

The greunds of the contest is ille- 
gal votes, and the acts of 1900 spe- 
cifically limit the range of the evi- 
dence in such cases. 

The Acts of 1900. page 41, section 
2. provides that “when 2 contest is 
filed on the ground of illegal votes, 
any of which it is claimedg on affida- 
vit can probably be proven by resort 
to the ballots, specifving what batllot«. 
itis the duty of the clerk of the supe- 
rior court to deliver the same, to- 
gether with all papers connected with 
seid primary election. to the person 
or perséns who preside at the takine 
of the testimony et such contested 
election on demand, who shal! examine 
said inspected ballots and none other.” 

In the contest filed by Mr. Howard 
on the 24th of August, and up to this 
time. none of the provisions of this 
law have been complied with. 

The proposition now is to allow this 
commission to go far bevond the au- 
thority of the lew and to inspect bal- 
lots of persons not named. and then the 
attorneys for the contestant shall be 
@llowed to amend theilt xreunas o 
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advised to conform to the evidence 
as taken. 


Care of Ballot Boxe’. 


The Acts of 1908, page 57, section 5, 
provide that “the returns of the man- 
agers, with the talley sheets, lists of 
voters and ballots shall be, within 
four days, filed with the clerk of the 
superior court, and shall be kept un- 
opened and under seal,” 

This ballot box has not been kept 
unopened, and it never has been un- 
der seal, and it is not under seal to- 
day. From early in the morning of 
August 24, until the evening of the 
26th of August, it was in the hands 
of the chairman of the executive 
committee, an ardent supporter of Mr. 
Howard, and I am invited now to go 
into this box, and this I decline 
to do. 

First, there is no authority for the 
appointment of the commission. 

Second, the law cited in the Acts of 
1900 has not been complied with. 

Third, the ballot box has not been 
kept under seal and unopened. 

All the papers to which the friends 
of Mr. Howard were entitled were 
outside of the box on the 26th of Au- 
gust, and since the early morning of 
August 24. 

Fourth, the delegates to be appoint- 
ed by Mr. Howard and myself are the 
proper parties to pass upon the ques- 
tion who is entitled to the vote of 
Elbert county. This is a universal! 
rule of parllamentary law, that every 
deliberative body is the judge of the 
qualification of. its members. 

The old executive committee was 
appointed two years ago by the 
friends of Mr. Howard, and almost 
without exception fought me with in- 
tense energy in the recent primary. 

In the contest between Dr. Carlton 
and Hon. Seaborn Reese many years 
ago in this district, when each had an 
equal number of votes in the conven- 
tion, and when the vote of Oglethorpe 
county was in dispute, the convention 
settled that question. The state con- 
vention last week also settled this 
question in trying the Gilmer countv 
contest. where Brown delegates and 
Smith delegates were asking to be 
seated. Thiscontest was not referred 
to an old executive committee. as is 
proposed in this district, but the con- 
vention rightly tried the qualifica- 
tions of its representation from Gil- 
mer. 

Vete of Tribble and Howard. 

There is no law authorizing the ap- 
pointment of the commission. There 
is no law authorizing them to do the 
things they are ordered to do. It is 
idie to try to mislead the people by 
referring to the honesty of the gen- 
tlemen named. I carried the coun-

I have m@lice in my heart for no one 
and the kindest feelings towards all, 
both for those who voted for me and 
those who voted against me. 

As I see it, I have won this race 
and won it fairly, and 1 wish the mat- 
ter of contest to be settled in the 
manner provided by law. The iaw re- 
lating to contests has not been com- 
plied with in any particular. 

‘* addition to what I have here 
staged, it is to be remembered that 
the vote in the Elberton precinct 
was not concluded until about 4:36 
a. m. on the. 24th of August, some- 
thing over 500 votes being cast at this 
precinct. 

In Gaines district it first appeared 
that my vote there was and Mr. 
Howard's 62, giving Mr. (Htoware a 
majority of 2 in the county, and this 
was thought to be the condition of af- 
fairs until-the official vote of Gaines 
district was brought in by the man- 
agers. Then it was discovered that 
my majority in the county was 4. Sev- 
eral of the county precincts cast a 
vote nearly as large as Elberton. and 
all of these were counted in full on 
the evening of the 23d. The count in 
the Elberton precinct was not con- 
cluded unti! after the first returns 
from Gaines had been learned in Fl- 
berton.

New York, September 8.—The cot-. 


ton market was nervous and very ir- 
regular today, with business on:)

The opening was stea ! - 
vance of 10 points on September and 
of 1@3 points on iater positions, in 
response to steady Liverpool cables, 
reports of a better forenoon spot de- 
mand and continued apprehensions re- 
garding the course of the West In- 
cian storm. But the rally from the 
low point of the previous day appear- 
ed to have refiected the covering ol 
the more timid short interest, so that 
there was comparatively little buying 
on the initial advance, which attract- 
ed a renewal of aggressive pressure 
from local bears, and prices soon 
broke sharply. September soid off to 
a net ioss of 4 points, and iater po- 
sitions to a decline of 13@17 points 
before the end of the first heif hour, 
but at this level, which was within a 
point or two of yesterday's lowest fig- 


ures, there seemed (to be a better ace | 


mand, and subseguent fluctuations 
were very irregular, with the market 
ot one time ruling within 4@5 points 
of iast night's finals on the active 
months, and about 7 points net higher 
on September. But just as the demand 
increased on declines, offerings be- 
came heavier on bulges, and the raily 
was partly lost in the last half hour. 
The census report, issued at the cpen- 
ing, made the amount of cotton 
ginned prior to September 1 as 356,- 
824 bales, comparing with 386,242 last 
year and 402,229 in 1908. This report 
was considered as confirming 
claims of a very late crop outside of 
Texas and as emphasizing the desira- 
tility of a late frost, but otherwise 
attracted little attention and appeared 
to be exerting no influence on the 
market, which was waiting for further 
developments with reference to tne 
close of spot values in the south. 
Southern spot markets officially re- 
perted today were unchanged to 4c 
lower, generally lower.

Cables were 
not up to expectations and bears were 
inclined to be aggressive over the ab- 
sence of any weather disturbance 
near the gulf coast such as was fear- 
ed might be seen this morning as the 
result of the movements of the tropi- 
cal storm reported off Porto Rico yes- 
terday. Little or no attention was 
paid to the first ginners’ report of the 
seas0n from the census bureau, issued 
just before the market opened. The 
report said that 356,824 bales of cot- 
ton had been ginned up to September 
1, against 388,242 up to the same time 
last year and 402,229 two years ago. 
This was a bullish showing, but it did 
not help the market any, for after the 
first cai] prices commenced to yield 
under bear pressure and at the end of 
the first half-hour of trading were 13 
to 14 points down. 

The details of the census report 
showed that Texas was the source of 
an overwhelming percentage of the 
cotton ginned up to the ist of Septem- 
ber rnd bulls put in the claim that 
this was entirely due to premature 
opening of bolls, which was not a 
bear argument. This claim got some 
little consideration and from the mid- 
die of the morning untii shortly be- 
fore noon there was a good demand for 
contracts and a recovery that finally 
put prices to within a couple of points 
of yesterday’s closing.

'COPPER PRODUCERS’ 


REPORT DISCUSSED 
Operators in Stocks Still Ap- 


prehensive Over Trade 
in Copper. 


New York, September 8—The small 
contingent of operators in stocks -aid 
aside political considerations today in 
tne conviction, apparently, that they 
had lost their power to influence 
prices. The new subjects which were 
substituted in the attempt to find a 
motive force which would prove ef- 
fective made but small impression on 
the market. The government crop, as 
it did not appear until after 2:30 
o'clock or less than half an hour be- 
fore the close of the session, and after 
the grain markets had closed for the 
day, had more the effect of depression 
On activity than of stimulation. The 
day's lowest prices were made after 
the publication of the report, but the 
net changes for the day were insig- 
nificant. The monthly statement of the 
Copper Producers‘ Association was ili- 
calculated to relieve the apprehension 
which is felt over the course of af- 
fairs in that trade. There was, to be 
sure, a sharp increase in the deliveries 
into consumpttion, both for domestic 
account and for export over the July 
figures, but the reduction in the sur- 
plus stocks was less than the increase 
which occurred in July. The deliveries, 
while large, fell materially below the 
figure for January of this year, and 
for all three of the active months of 
May, June and July of last year. The 
August production, on the other hand, 
made a record for any month since the 
statistics of the present association 
have been compiled, rising nearly half 
a million pounds over the previous

IN RECORDER'S RACE 


‘‘The Enforcement of the 
Law’’ Is His Plat- 
form. 


Judge Nash R. Broyles, recorder, 
yesterday made formal announcement 
of his intention to run for the posi- 
tion of recorder subject te the primary 
of October 20. 

His announcement follows: 


To the Citizens of Atlanta: I here- 
by announce my candidacy for re- 
corder in the primary of October 320, 
and my platform can be stated in 
five words: 

The enforcement of the law. 

That this is not a platform to catch 
votes with merely, like platforms 
often are, I point to the record I have 
made on the recorder’s bench. I have 
tried, on the average, something like 
1,200 cases a month—sometimes over 
200 cases in a singie day—and, with 
but a very limited time to give to each 
case, 1 have doubtless made some 
mistakes. No human being could try 
4s many cases and not make some er- 
rors; but I have conscientiously striv- 
en in every case to sift the wheat 
from the chaff, and to give to every 
man, woman and child who appeared 
before me a square deal. 

I have always given the accused the 
renefit of any doubt, and I have never 
imposed a fine on any person unless 
I was convinced that, under the law 
and the evidence, he was guilty. And 
I can say another thing—when, under 
the law and the evidence, I believed a 
man guilty, no matter how rich or 
influential he might be, he got the 
runishment that he deserved as quick- 
ly and as certainly as though he wes 
a man without a friend or a dollar. 
In police court the guilty “all look 
alike to me.” Nobody has 
“pull” with me. All have taken their 
medicine out of the same bottle, and 
the same spoon. While this is true, 
T have used @ proper discretion in my 
judgments, and in deserving cases have 
“tempered justice with mercy,” as 
the records will show. Indiscriminate 
and wholesale mercy, however. wil! 
destroy justice and paralyze the strong 
arm of the law, which is the only pro- 
tection society has against murder 
and disorders of all kinds. The great- 
est menace today to our American civ- 
ilization, as all thoughtful men real- 
ize, is the inadequate and feeble en- 
forcement of the law. There are more 
crimes committed in one vearin Geor- 
gia. or any other one American state, 
than in all England in five years, and 
the reason is that in England the law 
is enforced, and in our country it Is 
not. 

I can say, with justifiable pride 
that, so far as my feeble efforts have 
zone, IT have done my small part to- 
ward improving this unfortunate con- 
dition of affairs. 

As recorder, I have vigorouslv en- 
forced all of our law. I have made 
it so hot for the licentious mashers 
who insult decent women, that they 
think are unprotected, that now your 
wives and daughters can walk our 
streets in safety. I have waged such 
a vigorous crusade against the hip- 
pocket pistol-toters that in our city 
they are almost as scarce as hen’s 
teeth. I have gone after the blind 
tigers so severely that they have re- 
treated from our city to the distant 
jungles of Macon and Savannah. In 
short, I have enforced all of our laws 
on all alike. A judge does not make 
a law, but, unfilit is repealed by the 
proper bodies, it is his duty to en- 
force it. I do not pretend to claim 
all of the credit for enforcing the 
laws of our city. Our efficient police 
fcrce and prosecuting attorneys de- 
serve a large share of it: but, Hsten 
to the words of United States Judge 
Holt, of New York state, who, in an 
able article on “Unpunished Crime in 
the United States,” says: 

“But no action by the police will 
amount to @nything without the ef- 
ficient cooperation of the police mag- 
istrates. They. more than any other 
judges, represent to the people of our 
cities the administration of justice. 
They can do more by firm and up- 
r.ght conduct. to preserve public or- 
der and ta instill into the mind ofthe 
community respect for law than any 
other class of judges; and they can dw 
more to degrade the administration 
of justice and to foster tendencies to 
public disorder and lawlessness than 
any other judges.” 

In this connection a distinguished 
jurist of our own state seid to me, a 
few weeks ago: “Broyles, vou are the 
most useful judge in Georgia. because 


| you enforce the law in the largest city 


ot our state.” 

Any police judge who does his duty 
will make many enemies, and I have 
been no exception to this rule. These 
enemies are organizing 
in the coming election, and to serve 
their purpose, they are now busily 
engaged incirculating about me manv 
untruths. One of the most stup!d of 
these statements is that I am “run- 
ning the court for revenue only.” I 
soy stupid, because it is a fact that 
the recorder receives no fees of any 
sort, but only a certain fixed salary. 
which cannot be increased or dimin- 
ished during his term of office. and 
there is absolutely no reason why he 
should want to make his court a reve- 
nue producer, even if he had no con- 
science in his bosom. 

I. say, with all the indignation of a 
righteous man maligned, that this 
charge is absolutely without founda- 
tion. TI impose fines to punish the 
offenders, to deter others from simi- 
lar wrongdoine and to enforce the

Cicero Simmons, the Southern

The Atlanta Tuskegee Club held its 
weekly meeting at the Colored Y. M. C. 
A. building at 8 o'clock last night, and 
after devising ways by which the 
members may be more useful! and in- 
dustrious, Cicero C. Simmons, southern 
soliciting agent, made an address on 
the “Glory o@ Life and Tuskegee.” 

In his talK he showed that Tuske- 
gwee’s value was not measured by its 
material possessions, but by the ser- 
vice rendered the world by those that 
are trained at the school. 

There are eighty Tuskegee graduates 
and ex-students living in Atlanta, and 
these compose the club. They were 
organized this summer by Simmons, 
who has made a number of both white 
and colored friends fog. Tuskegee here. 

He says that over 6,000 graduates 
and former students of the schoo! are 
out in the worid, and of this number 
over 30 per cent of them are reMable 
taxpayers, 90 per cent are church and 
Sunday school workers, while most of 
them are industrious and law-abiding. 

He says that contrary to general 
impressions, Tuskegeé is not rich, for 
it t kes $260,000 to run Tuskegee a 
year and of this amount over $100,000 
must be raised from the general pub- 
lic for current expenses.

The North Dakota is still at anchor 
off Thimble Shoal light house and be- 
fore dark her hull was barely visible 
from Old Point. Nobody is allowed to 
come aboard the vessel and Ad- 
miral Schroeder declines to discuss the 
accident pending investigation. 

It is expected that the North Dako- 
ta will come into Old Point Comfort 
tonight. 

The news of the explosion seemed to 
cause little excitement at Old Point, 
and the boat races arranged for this 
afternoon were pulled off on schedule 
time with the crews of all the ships 
except the North Dakota and New 
Hampshire watching and cheering.
